The concept of using such devices in this manner is supported by 
Patent No. US 3271884 to Roberson, cited by applicant. Because these inventions are distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Further these inventions are 
distinct as the search required for Group I is not required for Group II.
